Fines Levied 
At Lethbridge 
Under Weed Act 

Three farmers of the Lethbridge 
district were each fined $5 and 
costs in RCMP court at Lethbridge 
last week, under the Obnoxious 
Weed Act. 

The charges, first under the act 
in more than 10 years in the Leth¬ 
bridge distret, were laid by E. E. 
Majerieson, weed inspector for the 
Municipal District of Lethbridge. 

Mr. Majtreson told the court the 
farmers had failed to satisfactorily * 
rid their fields of obnoxious weeds. 

Magistrate T. O’B. Gtve-Hlok- 
man said that though ‘ there had 
been few convictiohs under‘the 
act, it was there to admilister and 
he would do so with more severe 
penalties unless the farmers start¬ 
ed to clean up their fields and road 
allowances. 

Fines under the act are from 
$5 to $50 or a maximum of 30 days 
in jail for default in payment.

Elsewhere in thus issue will be 
found a warning notice dealing 
with the menace of noxious weeds 
in this County. It will readily be 
seen that unless everyone does 
their part in the matter of des¬ 
truction of weeds and some do 
their part by better cultivation 
methods for the control of thistles, 
that we are in ft*- a rough time 
in connection with these weeds. 

If you only have a small infesta¬ 
tion of these weeds, dig them out, 
cut them down and keep them cut, 
or come in and get some sterilant 
and destroy them. If your infesta¬ 
tion is larger we can supply you 
with 2,4D with which to spray and 
do not be afraid to use enough.

Fair Treatment Wanted 


Much publicity has been given lately to charges 
by transport controller Milner that the CPR is at fault 
for the slowness of grain movement out of Alberta 
and South-western Sasaktchewan and to the CPR’s 
denials. Just how much this is going to help in correc¬ 
ting the situation remains to be seen, but there can 
be no denial of the fact that allocation of cars has not 
been on a fair basis and that the Lethbridge division 
of the CPR has definitely been getting the short end 
of the stick. 

Many Central Alberta points are on seven and 
even eight bushel quotas and at least two points, to 
our knowledge, on the Macleod-Calgary line are on six- 
bushel quotas. Meanwhile, the highest quota at any 
point on the Aldersyde line is five bushels, with not 
enough room to handle this amount of wheat. A lot 
of cars are needed—and soon— if farmers on this line 
are going to get a fair break at all in selling their 
wheat. 

This “passing-the-buck” game between the Wheat 
Board and the CPR has gone on long enough. Our 
fanners aren’t particularly interested in who’s to 
blame—they simply want the same opportunity to sell 
their grain as farmers in other parts of the province 
are getting. No favors are asked; just fair treatment 
and, above all, action instead of words.

Summerfullowing, An Expensive 
And Important Praetice 

According to results recently re¬ 
ceived from the Experimental farm 
at Lethbridge, the average cost of 
.summt>rfallow on ten Illustration 
Station farms in Southern Alberta 
was $7.55 during 1955. This worked 
out to about one-third of the cost 
per acre of producing wheat on 
tallow. Cost of summerfallowing 
has been found to vary with the 
precipitation, soil texture, and top¬ 
ography. 

At the Claresholm and Pincher 
Creek Illustration Stations costs 
were reduced to cover cropping or 
using cereals for hay during the 
fallow period. However,, in areas 
where precipitation is more limited 
a complete summerfallow has pro¬ 
ved to be a more profitable prac¬ 
tice. The effect of cover crop on 
yields of winter wheat are indica¬ 
ted by some work which was car¬ 
ried on at the Claresholm Station 
for one year. Four varieties of win¬ 
ter wheat were seeded on summer- 
fallow on which oats, wheat, barley 
and no cover crop had been grown. 
The average yield of the four vari¬ 
eties of winter wheat was 2.5, 4.8, 
and 7.3 bushels per acre less when 
grown on oats, wheat, and barley 
cover crops respectively — than 
when grown on no cover crop. 
These results indicave that cover 
crop is a factor effecting the yields 
of Che succeeding cereal orops.
